In an allocution opening the secret 
consistory today the pontiff surveyed 
the situation of the Catholic, church, 
particularly in Rome. He said that 
Protestant proselyting in Rome must 
be tombatted by an increase in the 
number of parish priests to serve the 
outlying quarters of the city. His 
holiness asserted that the protestant- 
secs since 1880, when Italian troops 
took Rome from the Holy See, had 
earried on the work of ‘“corresion 
and conquest with ever-growing in- 
| sistence.” He said recent laws seemed 
| to, favor such activity and to be in 


strong contrast with the spirit and 
letter of the Lateran conventions. 
Referring to the Maltese situation, 
his holiness styled it the most serious 
question before him. He laid down 
three principles, the first of which 
denied that troubles in Malta had 
been aroused by the Holy See or offi- 
cials of the Catholic church in the 
island. He said the return of peace, 
“notwithstanding our sincere effec- 
tive desire and the desire of the Epis- 
‘copacy itself, has been rendered im- 
possible by persons, actions and facts 
independent of our will—indeed, con- 
trary to our will because contrary to 
to the interests of the Catholic re- 
ligion.” 
; The pontiff further asserted “at no 
; time has our intervention and that of 
the Maltese Episcopacy wished to en- 
ter the political field. Instead, it has 
always limited itself, as was its strict

At the opening session the miners 
presented their demands as formulat- 
ed by the Hazelton, Pa., convention 
in May. They call for an agreement 
on the basis of no reduction in wages, 
equal division of working time among 
the various mines owned by one com- 
pany, collection of union dues by the 
companies and other minor provisions. 
The attitude of the operators was not 
made known. 

The convention report presented to- 
day to the conference was: 

“We recomtnend to the convention 
that the properly authorized and ac- 
credited scale committee to represent 
the anthracite mine workers in the 
coming negotiations be instructed to 
secure the best and most satisfactory 
agreement possible from the anthra- 
cite operators, on the basis of no re-| 
duction in wages, and that every ef- 
fort be put forth by the scale com- 
mittee to secure equal division of 
working time among the anthracite 
mine workers; to provide for proper 
arrangements on qualified seniority 
that will be protective the rights 
of our members; to abolish the indi- 
vidual contract system; to prevent 
the replacement of employes by month- 
ly men or bosses during idle periods ; 
to secure the elimination of certain 
existing practices of charging for air 
and safety appliances; to secure the 
convenience of an arrangement for the 
collection of dues on a_ reasonable 
basis; and that all resolutions pre- 
sented to the convention bearing on 
seale be referred to the scale commit- 
tee for their information and consid- 
eration during the negotiations; and, 
in addition, that the best efforts of 
the scale committee be put forth for 
the elimination of abuses and im- 
provement of conditions.” 

A statement issued at the close of 
the three-hour conference said that 
the manifesto of the miners was dis- 
cussed, as was the general economic 
situation of the country and the situa- 
tion in the hard coal industry in 
particular. 

None of the conferees would go be- 
yond the formal statement, but a 
feeling of conciliation was evident on 
both sides, each eager to avoid any 
suspension of work such as had 
marked wage and working discussions 
of the past.

Inaudible Music

The seeming straws were long 
pieces of wood, with sharp, pencil-like 
points.

invention. 

The metal disc was a special re- 
ceiver for the deaf, transmitting its 
inaudible vibrations to the wood. By

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Dr. H. W. Wiley, Health 
Campaigner, Succumbs 
in 85th Year. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—(/) 
The long and turbulent. campaign of 
Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, noted pure 
food specialist, to protect the public 
against adulterated food and drugs 
was ended today by death. 

The 86-year-old scientist died this 


morning after he had* been virtually 
an invalid for eight months “~ heart 
disease. The funeral will held 
Wednesday. 

Dr. Wiley began a life-long crusade 
against adulterated food and drugs in 
1883 when he became chief chemist of 
the department of agriculture. He 
led the fight which resulted in enact- 
ment of the pure food and drug laws 
and kept a watchful eye-on their ad- 
ministration almost until the end. 

It was a years war into which 
D.. Wiley led the agriculture depart- 
ment and he was a principal in many 
a bitter battle over pure foods and 
drugs. In 1912 a special board rec- 
ommended that he be “permitted to 
resign.” Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson and Attorney General Wicker- 
sham approved the report but Presi- 
dent Taft sustained Dr. Wiley and 
praised his work. 

Thus vindicated, the chemist re- 
signed from the department of agri- 
culture and turned to the more peace- 
ful occupation of contributing editor 
to a national magazine, writing ar- 
ticles dealing ‘with food problems for 
the home. He resigned this position 
last January because of failing health. 

Although greatly enfeebled, Dr. 
Wiley early this month testified before 
a senate agriculture sub-committee 2n 
pure food and drugs. The next day 
he attended a directors’. meeting of a 
local bank but had been bedridden 
since. 


WILLIAM F. MAURER 
DIES AT RESIDENCE 


William F. Maurer, 65, who prior’ 


to his retirement had been a chef in 
the leading hotels of Atlanta, died at 
the residence, 415 Parkway drive, 
Monday afternoon. Funeral services 
will be held from the Sacred Heart 
church, the hour to be announced later 
by Sam Greenberg and Company, in 
charge of the arrangements. 

Mr. Maurer is survived by his 
widow, five sons, William F. Jr., Wal- 
ter, Leo,. Edwin and Oscar and by 
three daughters, Mrs. Ernest Trotti.

BOLIVIA ASSURED 
INBRIDLED PRESS 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, June 30.—(UN) 
One of the first acts of the new mili- 
tary junta; or revolutionary regime, 
since its forcible assumption of au- 
thority last week, was the announce- 
ment today that freedom cf apeech 
and of the press would be guaranteed 
in Bolivia. 

A decree was issued giving full lib- 
erty to the press—a most revolution- 
ary occurrence in Bolivia. 

It also stipulated publig demcnstra- 
tions may be held any time, by proper 
notification to the police, so order may 
be maintained. Political exiles may 
return to the country, providea they 
file a petition with the junta. 

Foreign diplomats visited the au- 
thorities and guaranteed that rolitical 
refugees in legations would sot be 
permitted to intervene in political af- 
fairs, 

Members of the old administration 
were ordered to deposit all arms with 
the junta within 48 hours. Criminal 
proceedings will be instituted #gainst 
public functionaries of the 
regime who violated any laws. 

It was, understood the German min- 
ister asked the junta for guarantees 
of safe conduct for General -Hans 
Kundt, former chief of staff of the 
Bolivian army, ousted by the revolu- 
tion. His career ended, he wants to 
leave the country. 

The junta took the request under 
advisement, but gave no answer. 
Kundt was said to have promised to 
make no statements regarding the po- 
litical situation. ; 

General Carlos Degumucio was 
named commander-in-chief, of the Bo- 
livian army by the junta. 

Hernando Siles, erstwhile president 
of Bolivia, but who retired before the 
revolt, was understood to have been 


xi permitted to flee with the protection 


of the new military government, which 
does not desite the stigma of his death 
on its hands—it being fea some 
of his opponents, if they could get 
Siles, would kill him. 

Similar fears were expressed for 
‘Kundt. The austere, clean-shaven 
German military leader is hated most 
cordially in La Paz at the moment. 
The 60-year-old officer had charge of 
Bolivia’s army for years, and made it 
possibly the most modern in South 
America. 

He made military history ip Europe.

The district's nearly 500,000 resi- 
dents will not be seriously hampered 
for a while yet, as the next pay day 
for police, fire and other district offi- 
cials is 15 days off. 

There is some hope that the wide 
split between the house and senate 
over a $3,000,000 item in the }$43,- 
appropriation _ bill 
will be settled satisfactorily, but not 
much. 

The row is an outstanding one in 
a congress which has been marked by 
clashes between the two houses. 

*resident Hoover was understood 
today to be making a move to com- 
promise the split between the senate, 
which voted $12,000,000 as federal 
contribution to the district’s support,

Today the house passed, 182 to 3, 
a resolution to provide funds to pay 
current expenses on the same basis as 
during the current year.
